the island. In 1909 1 found some patches of Glaux maritirna L. on 
Tuckernuck Island and in 1910 found an abumlance of it in the marshy 
area about tire south inlet of the Island. It spreads over a large area 
along the shore and is of the small-leaved typical form. Specimens 
of these three species are in the herharium of the Nantucket Maria
